The Judicial Oligarchy 

„The political forces of the country are 
rapidly lining up on the issue of the Su- 
preme Court. 

On one side everything that is progres- 
sive, forward-looking, in the best traditions 
of American democracy. 

On the other, reaction, hatred of democ- 


racy, bigotry, defense of the biggest vested 
interests. 


In January, 1936, following the arrogant 


and sweeping decisions wiping out the pos- 
sibility for social legislation, the Commu- 
nist Party; in a statement signed by William 
Z. Foster and Earl Browder, declared: 

“We must organize a powerful people’s 
movement to crush the greedy autocracy 
which now rules the country. Such an or- 
‘gapized movement can rouse the people 
for immediate successful action to de- 
mand: a) Congress and the President to 
repudiate the right of the Supreme Court 
to declare laws unconstitutional; b) To 
impeach judges who usurp the democratic 
rights of the people, and finally, To amend 
the Constitution to prohibit the Supreme 
Court from declaring laws unconstitu- 
tional!” 

This gives historic significance to the call 
just issued by Senator Norris for the con- 
vening on March 18-20 of a National Confer- 
ence on Constitutional Amendment. This 
Conference will bring tegether in one place 
the leading, diverse forces for progressivism 
in American life. The conference should in- 
clude all political groups willing to unite 
against the Supreme Court oligarchy. 

From the call, it is apparent that in the 
many conflicting views that will be repre- 
sented, there should be one basic thought— 
to put an end to the blocking of vital social 
legislation by the arbitrary usurpation of ju- 
dicial powers by the Supreme Court. This is- 
sue must not be lost sight of for a moment 
in the deliberations of the Conference. No 
side-issues must be permitted to becloud it. 


One fact, buttressed by the whole range 
of facts of American history, must remain 
at the basis of the Conference’s deliberations 
—that the reviewing powers of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court have been USURPED by the 
Court from the people. The Conference will 
have the task of finding ways and means 
that will lead to weakening the autocratic 
powers of the Court, and prepare for putting 
an end to the usurpations of the Supreme 
Court.
